London, June 1, — There is serious 
trouble in the East End of, London ow 
ing to the engagement of Chinese cr- 
ews for British ships, and it was with 
the utmost difficulty on Monday that 
the police prevented a desperate riot. 
The difficulty has arisen over the ac- 
tion of certain shipping firms in en- 
gaging Chinese crews, to the exclusi- 
on of British and other European sail- 
ors, some hundreds of whom have- not 
had a sirip»for months past. 
OnSaturday a crew of Asiatics were 
brought to the Board of Trade offices 
for enrolment but were met — by 
pickets of the trade union. When 
they had signed on, they Were 
directed to a ship in the Surrey Com- 
mercial Docks. But Mr, Potten of the 
National Seamen’s Union was _ there, 
and was able to put the Chinamen in 
'to special compartments of the ‘train, 
have them locked in, and consigned to 
Whitechapel instead of to Shadwell. 
When the mistake was discovered at 
Whitechapel the men were sent back, 
but it was too late, for two hundred 
Kuropean seamen had taken possession 
of the ship, amd expressed a deter- 
mination to upset the gangway. ‘The 
captain and dock official were in a
